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CINCINNATI, May 3.—Cassius M. Clay and 
Judge Matthews addressed the ccnvention 
last night. - 

The proposition to nominate caused much 
confusion, several members desiring to speak 
at once and disregarding the gavel. 

The convention is divided, one party desir- 
ing a platform and the other a candidate. 
Parliamentary maneuvering prevented busi- 
ness and after a vehement discussion the con- 
vention adjourned to 10 0’clock to-day. 
Greeley’s tariff platfurm, leaving the peo- 
ple to speak through their representatives re- 
garding the tariff, dominates. 

‘The Union and Reform Convention has 
filivy organized. They wantto secure State 
rights; they want a man for President who 
can be a soldicr in war and 4 citizen in peace. 
The movement iz, Trumbull for President 
and a Southern man for Vice-President. 
The [Irish American Reform League is in 
session here, sitting with closed doers. It is 
siid the League opposes Adams and favors 
Greeley. 

The Liberal Convention convened at ten 
o'clock. Th? resolution, that when the con- 
vention bailots there shail be no formal nomi- 
nation, was pressed. 

Later—The platform was unanimously 
adopted amid great cheering. 

The resolutions declare the equality of all 
men before the law; the union of the States; 
no re-opening of the questions settled by the 
13th, 14th and 15th Amendments; the remov- 
al of disabilities incurred in the rebellion; 
general amnesty; local self-government; the 
supremacy of the civil over military author- 
ity ; respect for habeas corpus; a return to the 
methods of peace; the maintainance of the 
constitutional limitations of power; civil ser- 
vice reform ; a single term for the Presidency ; 
a system of Federal taxation which shall not 
unnecessarily interfere with the industry of 
the people, and as there are honest, irrecon- 
ciliable differences of opinion as to the merits 
respectively of protection and free trade, that 
question be remitted to the people in Con- 
gressional Districts, [wild checring] and a de- 
cision of Congress theron wholly free of Exec- 
utive interference or dictation; the mainte- 
nance public credit fagainst repudiation in 
every form; a speedy return to specie 
payments; the recognition of the? services 
and sacrifices of soldiers and sailors; against 
further grants of land to railroads and other 
corporations, in favor of foreign relations 
and the Government to cultivate friendship; 
demanding nothing not right and submitting 
to nothing that is wrong [a voice; three

Great cries of “question” overwhelmed from 
the few who had tried to get the floor to 
speak. 
Tie Chair put the question of the report, 
which was adopted amid loud and continuous 
cheering, and the Chair announced the vole 
unanimous.

Before the vote was announced Graty, 
Brown, by unanimous consent, took the stand 
and thanked his friends for their support of 
him, but withdrew his name and asked his

The Chair arose tu announce the vote, 
when a Missouri delegite rose to a question
